Winston Churchill’s broadcast appeal yesterday to King Vittorio

Premier Mussolini’s government flatly rejected the plea, declaring: 
"Italy will continue the war on^P 
all fronts until victory.' 
Churchill, in his outspoken ap­ 
peal to Italy over II Dues'* head, 
warned, “ Our armies ar# tearing 
and will tear your African empire 
to shreds and tatters!” 
Throughout the speech. Britain's 
prime minister stressed the tradi­ 
tional friendship between the Ital­ 
ian and English people. 
At Rome, however, the Italian 
king said "no obstacle and no dlf- 
flcnlty can halt the glorious ascen­ 
sion of Italy.” The occasion was a 
Christmas message to the army. 
An abridged text of Churchill'* 
appeal follows: 
I speak to the Italian people 
and I speak to you from London, 
the heart of the British islands 
and of the British .commonwealth 
and empire. 
I speak to you in 
what the diplomatists call words 
of great truth and respect. We are 
at war—that Is a very strange and 
terrible thought.

Says Action Would 
Bare Chance Of 
‘Just Peace*

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 — Sen. 
Tydings (D) of Maryland suggest­ 
ed today that the United States 
ask Great Britain and th* Axis 
powers for a statement of the 
conditions under which each would 
agree to end the European war. 
Given such a statement, Tydings 
said that this country could de­ 
termine for itself whether there 
appears to be any basis for nego­ 
tiations of a “just” peace. If there 
was, the United States could work 
toward that end. he added, while 
if there was not. it would know 
what country stood in the way and 
could shape its course accordingly. 
“I do not apeak of a peace of 
appeasement, but a peace of jus­ 
tice,” Tydings told reporters.

He said it is his opinion that a 
"just” peace would involve restora­ 
tion of the political sovereignty of 
Norway, 
Denmark 
The Nether­ 
lands, Belgium and France, with 
th* possible creation of wholly

Csecho • Slovakian 
states. It must be accompanied, he 
said. by a measure of actual, as 
well as promised, disarm ament 
An advocate of extending aid 
to

Britain, 
Tydings 
ex­ 
pressed the opinion that if the 
United States found there was 
no chance of bringing about a 
lasting and equitable peace, the 
knowledge would be invaluable in 
shaping th* course of defense pre­ 
parations.

Higher Fee Required 
Retailers in Pennsylvania m ust 
pay a much higher license fee to 
handle out-of-state beer, such as 
that supplied by the Crockery City 
Ice and Products Co. here. Spokes­ 
men tor the firm would not com­ 
ment except to say a legal opinion 
will be sought as to w hether the 
ruling applies to the Pennsylvania 
law. 
Validity of the law, which had 
been upheld by the North Carolina 
supreme court, was challsnged by 
Best and Co., Inc., of New York, 
which paid $4,975 in state, county 
and municipal license fees for the 
privilege of allowing its agents to 
display com pany ware* in hotel 
rooms or other quarters in North 
Carolina. 
The com pany contended the tax 
was an unlawful burden on Inter­ 
state com m erce and charged the 
state w ith exceeding ita constitu­ 
tional powers. 
A ttorney General H arry McMul­ 
len of N orth Carolina said the Jevy 
waa designed to compel out-of-state 
retailers to pay for a portion of 
governm ent in a state in which 
they solicited trade. 
He insisted 
the tax lay on the privilege of us­ 
ing local property aud could not be 
construed as unconstitutional Inter­ 
ference w ith interstate commerce. 
Argument Rejected 
The high court unanimously re­ 
jected this argum ent. The decision, 
w ritten by Justice Stanley F. Reed, 
said, in p art: 
"The 
freedom 
of 
commerce 
which allows the m erchants of each 
state a regional or national m arket 
for their goods is not to be fettered 
by legislation, the actual effect of 
which is to discrim inate in favor 
of in tra sta te business, w hatever 
may be the ostensible reach of the 
language.” 
It held th at a $250 investm ent in 
advance, required of out-of-state re­ 
tailers. but not of their real local 
com petitors, could operate only to 
discourage and hinder interstate 
commerce in the North Carolina re­ 
tail markeL 
Before recessing until Jan. 6 the 
court also agreed to review a low­ 
er court decision holding uncon­ 
stitutional a Florida law of 19S7 
and portions of a 1939 statnta de­ 
signed 
to 
regulate licensing of 
copyrighted music in that state.

The 
German revolution, though aided 
and abetted by capitalists, airoady 
had dealt a blow at German and 
international capitalism far heav­ 
ier than the one previously admin.

The German revolution dealt a 
blow at nationalism. 
It is of no 
significance that the

When Hitler exalted 
race over nation he laid an ax at 
the world.

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The African Campaign In Review 


From The Foreign Policy Bulletin 
T AKING advantage of the defeats 
suffered by the Italian army 
In Albania and of the recent shake­ 
up in Mussolini’s high command, 
British forces have struck a seri­ 
ous blow at Italy’s position in 
North Africa. The stalemate which 
lasted 
three months 
bas 
been 
broken by the first serious fighting 
in Africa since the outbreak of 
the war. 
The attack began Dec. 9 with a 
movement In the western desert 
which British officials in Cairo de­ 
scribed simply as a "great raid”. 
It soon developed, however, into a 
major offensive with co-ordinated 
action by mechanized and infantry 
units of the array, by planes of the 
R A F. and the fleet air arm, and 
by ships of the royal navy. 
Using tactics reminiscent of the 
German blitzkrieg in Poland and 
France, the British first captured 
outposta around Bidi Barranl, the 
spearhead of the Italian thrust in 
Egypt.

Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill told the house of 
commons Nov. 5 that “precious 
weapons” and “scores of thousands 
of troops” were moving to Egypt 
from England. 
Reinforcements of 
men from India, Auntralla and New 
Zealand, together with Polish and 
Free French units, helped to swell 
the total of Allied troops in North 
Africa to perhaps 150,000. still well 
below the estimated 250,000 at Gra- 
slant’s disposal. 
Even more important were ship­ 
ments of armored vehicles, guns | 
and ammunition. 
Hurricane fight-! 
era replaced the older models em- j 
ployed by the K.A.F. in the Middle 
East, and it is significant that in 
the recent advance, the British 
seem to have achieved temporary 
superiority in the air. 
Of great 
value, too. was the cooperation of 
the 
British 
naval 
units 
which.j 
almost unopposed, dropped tons of 
shells on the narrow coastal plain, j 


the only feasible route of supply 
for the Italian positions in Egypt. 
It is reasonable to accept official 
caveats from Cairo and London 
that the present advance will not 
proceed much farther than the Lib­ 
yan frontier. 
Lines must be con­ 
solidated, troops rested, and ve­ 
hicles repaired. 
The same supply 
problems which held the Italians 
Immobilised so long at Sldi Bar- 
rani will begin to operate against 
the British. 
Some time probably 
will elapse before these forces are 
ready for another offensive.

N the other hand, the repercus-l 
sions of the British victory j 
may be widespread. 
The Italian 
collapse removes the threat of an 
attack on the Suez canal from the 
west and Egyptians can breathe 
more freely.

To 
the westward, Graziani’s present 
embarrassment enables Gen. Max­ 
ima Weygand, who still controls 
the French forces in North Africa, 
to assume a stiffer attitude toward 
the Axil. 
Aa a result of tho startling Brit­ 
ish success in the western desert, 
the ultimate conquest of Libya 
during the winter comes within 
the realm of possibility, and such 
a victory well might lead directly 
or Indirectly to Mussolini’s sub­ 
mission.

The Famous Ty Cobb Was Best Ball 


Player We Ever Laid Eyes On, But ^ 


We Missed Billy Hamilton 


By DAMON RUNYON 1 


BILLY HAMILTON, who died In Worcester. Mass., 
the other day at the age of 74, was the greatest 
exponent of the only real science ever developed by 
the game of baseball. It was more than a science. 
It was a beautiful art. 
This was base stealing. It 
was killed off by the baseball magnates In their own 
mercenary interest 
Base stealing was the gorgeous strategy of the 
old game. 
It Involved taking desperate chances to 
win victory. It was matching brains against brains. 
It was the moat spectacular play of the great Ameri­ 
can game and when the magnates eliminated It they 
reduced the fire and speed of baseball. 
They re­ 
moved the dash and daring and the Ingenuity of 
another day and left It as It stands now, largely 
a matter of brawn. 
Billy Hamilton stole 115 bases in J 33 games when 
he was with Philadelphia In the National league la 
1891, which is still the all-time record. Tyros Ray­ 
mond Cobb, “the Jewel of Georgia”, stole 96 bases 
In 156 games In 1915, or 19 ehort of Hamilton’s rec­ 
ord, which gives you a rough Idea of Billy’s amaxtng 
skill in that department. 
He was consequently a 
tremendous run scorer; his 196 runs in 131 games 
as against Babe Ruth s 152 is another standing rec­ 
ord. 


1 1 TE NEVER saw Hamilton, though we heard manv 
VV a yarn from the graybeards of baseball about 
the way he used to out maneuver the pitchers and 
the catchers of his time and some of them were 
among the greatest that ever lived. 
But we did see the mighty Cobb and Eddie Collins 
and Max Carey and Bob Beacher and many another 
wonder of the base paths In the days when bas* 
stealing was the high point of the game. 
Cobb, now a millionaire In retirement on the Paci­ 
fic coast off his well invested baseball earnings, was 
an absolute marvel. 
When he got on first base, 
everybody In the ball yard knew that he was dead 
sure to try a steal of second. 
The opposing club 
always was set for the play, but Tyros Raymond 
had some curious instinct for making his dash with 
split-seoond accuracy of Judgment, terrific speed 
and uncanny skill in sliding around reaching fingers. 
He seldom missed. 
His opponents usually got Jittery when he was 
on first just in anticipation of his run. The slight, 
est mistake on their part was sure to prove costly. 
Cobb would keep running, taking third and some­ 
times home on an overthrow or a bobble, a practice 
which caused a rooky catcher who was asked what 
be would do if he had the ball and sa^ Cobb running 
for second to remark, sagely: 
“I'd Just bold ’er and tag him when he came slid­ 
ing In for the plate.” 
W 
E HAVE seen Cobb with “sliders’*, or wounds 
caused by hitting the dirt on his legs, keep 
sliding day In and day out, never giving them a 
chance to beal. He was a daredevil from who-lald- 
the-chunk. From the fact that he never was able to 
equal Hamilton’s record, we always have figured 
that Billy must have been an out-and-out phenom. 
When Babe Ruth came along to blast out his 
homers in flocks and drawing enormous crowds by 
the sheer power of his pounding, the baseball mag­ 
nates thought they would create a lot of Ruths by 
livening up the baseball, which they did. It got so 
the little boys in the street could hit home runs. 
That eliminated necessity for the base stealing. All 
the ball players had to do when they got on base 
was to stand still until the next man hit them 
around. 
Hamilton and Cobb and Collins and Carey 
used to steal more bases individually than entire ball 
clubs do today. The game is much stereotyped and 
slower. 
We think Cobb was the greatest ball player we 
ever laid eyes on and we have peered at a lot of 
them, past and present. 
Ile was not in the same 
class with some outfielders around right now be­ 
cause he had Just a fair arm, but he hit around .400 
across a long stretch of years, and he was not only 
hitting against some of the greatest legitimate pitch­ 
ers who ever wore cleats but against spitballs, 
emery balls, and ether trick stuff no longer per­ 
mitted. And he was always a thriller. 
Yes. he was the greatest we ever saw—but then 
we never saw Billy Hamilton.

Nazi Bombings Make British 
More Convinced Of Victory! 


Despite nightly bombings, people in London and elsewhere on the 
British Isles “are by no means down and still are as firmly convinced 
as ever that we can lick thin naaty piece of work—Hitler”. 
This’is the opinion of C. J. Muncklon, a former employe of the 
United States lines in London, in a letter to Mrs. C. H. Walker, of 
1419 S t Clair ave. 
Mrs. Walker met Mr. Muncklon while she was attempting to ai^ 
range for transportation home from ❖ 
England where she was caught by 
the beginning of the war while 
visiting relatives. 
Through Mr. 
Munchlon’s, help she was able to 
return to the United States, by 
way of Italy, aboard a United 
States liner shortly before the 
Mediterranean was closed to Amer­ 
ican shipt. 
Before leaving England, Mrs. 
Walker promised Mr. 
Muncklon 
that she would write following her 
return. 
This letter, written Oct. 
IO, postmarked Nor. 20, and re­ 
ceived last Satnrday, iq In reply 
to her letter. His letter follows: 
“I was delighted to receive your 
letter which arrived Oct. 7. and 
was thinking that perhaps mine 
had not reached you safely as. 
after all. it is a long way to go in 
tbest days. 
It la good to know 
that you folks on the other side 
/eel such concern for us but you 
should not worry so much about it 
as, whilst we will freely admit we 
are getting knocked about a bit In 
London, our spirits are by no 
meena down as we still are as firm­ 
ly convinced as ever that we can 
lick this nasty piece of work—Hit­ 
ler. 
"Aa a matter of fact, while I am 
writing this letter now during the 
usual nightly raid, ail the good folk 
around me right now are showing 
very little signs of despondency. 
The thing we do mins very much 
is our pleasure at night ae it Is 
not possible to go out owing to the 
shrapnel failing from the exceed­ 
ingly heavy A-A barrage which you 
have no doubt read about in the 
papers, and which certainly breaks 
ap the enemy formations and ren­ 
ders their bombings of definite ob- 
jectivee very difficult. 
"I was called up at the end of 
Angust In the capacity of a private 
in the army and am beginning to 
feel like an old soldier aftertoear- 
ly two months of service. I have 
to work very hard but find army 
life not so bad ae those in author­ 
ity ere usually most helpful and 
not quite the ogres they ere made 
out to be by the stories one is told. 
"Naturally, there ere Iota of de­ 
tails I would like to tell you but 
cannot owing to war restrictions, 
but hope to have the pleasure of 
seeing you again some day in the 
future when this affair is all over,

The court decrees further that a 
city may not license such machines 
which it held to be gambling de­ 
vices.

fees.

Yield Big Returns 
Elaborate 
devices

steel balls through a maze cf scor­

every drug store, beer parlor and 
rsatauraut here. 
Many operators 
admit they yield big returns. 
The court referred to evidence 
that operators paid winners with 
“free games" meaning, the court 
said, more games without cost or 
the monetary equivalent. 
"The 
evidence 
shows 
clearly 
that all such machines ar* games 
of chance and therefore gambling 
devices,” the court held. 
“City councilmen cannot decide 
that black is white. The language 
saying

boards) are games of skill is con­ 
founded by the evidence.” 
Council Divided On lesu* 
The decision upholds a common 
pleas court ruling Invalidating the 
licensing ordinance. 
The original 
case was initiated in the name of 
Joseph Sergi, a taxpayer. 
Sheriff 
Ralph E. Elver bas banned such 
machines in Mahoning county out­ 
side Youngstown. 
City Law Director John A. Wlllo 
said city officials will study the 
appeals court’s decision before de­ 
termining upon further action. 
There is a division of opinion in 
city council on the issue.

sentiment has favored outright re­ 
peal of the ordinance and tome 
suggest an attempt to substitute a 
legal ordinance.

I declare—and my words will go 
far—that nothing which happened 
in that Abyssinian quarrel eau ac­ 
count for or Justify 
the 
deadly 
strife which has now broken out 
between us. 
Then the great war between the 
British and 
French democracies 


and the Prussian 
militarism 
or 
Nazi overlordship began again. 
W here w as the need for Italy to 
intervene? 
W here was the need to strike at 
prostrate France? 
W here was the need to declare 
war on Britain? 
W here was the need to Invade 
Egypt which is under British pro­ 
tection? 
We are content with Italian neu­ 
trality. During 
the 
first 
eight 
months of the war we paid great 
deference to Italian interests. 
Due To Weakness 
But this was all put down to 
fear. We were told we were effete, 
worn out and an old chatterbox 
people mouthing outworn shibbo­ 
leths of 19th century liberalism. 
But it was not due to fear. It 
was due to weakness. The French 
republic 
for 
the 
moment 
is 
stunned. France will rise again but 
the British nation and common­ 
wealth of nations across the globe 
and, indeed, I may say, the Eng­ 
lish-speaking 
world 
are 
now 
aroused. They are on the march 
or on the move and all the forces 
of modern progress and of ancient 
culture are ranged behind them. 
Why 
have 
you 
placed 
your­ 
selves, you who were our friends 
and might, have been our broth­ 
ers, in the path of this avalanche 
now only just started from its 
base to roll forward on its pre­ 
destined track? Why after all this 
were you made to attack and In­ 
vade Greece? 
I ask why, but you may ask 
why, too, because you never were 
consulted. The people of Italy were 
never consulted. The arm y of Italy 
was never consulted. No one was 
consulted. 
‘One Man' Raeclvee Blame 
One man and one man alone or­ 
dered Italian soldiers to ravage 
their 
neighbor’s 
vineyard. 
The 
time has come when the Italian 
monarchy and people who guard 
the sacred center of Christendom 
should have a word to say upon 
these awe-inspiring Issues. Burely 
the Italian Army, which has fought 
so bravely on many occasions in 
the past but now evidently has no 
heart for the 
Job 
should 
take 
some care of the life and future 
of Italy? 
I can only tell 
you 
that 
I, 
Churchill, have done my best to 
prevent this war between Italy 
and the British Empire. 
W hat Is the position of Italy to-') 
day? W here is It that the duce, 
has led his trusting people after 
18 years of dictatorial power? W hat 
haiti choice is open now? 
It is to stand up to the battery 
of the whole British Empire on 
sea, In the air and in Africa and 
the vigorous counterattack of the 
areek nation; or, on the other 
hand, to call in Attila over the 
Brenner Pass with his hordes of 
ravenous soldiery and his gangs of 
Gestapo policemen to occupy, hold 
down and protect the Italian peo­ 
ple for whom he and his Nail 
followers cherish the most bitter 
and outspoken contempt th at is on 
record between races.

It a just an 
American brand of penny pinching. A long time 
ago we learned that one automobile made by hand 
cost five or ten thousand dollars, whereas a million 
cars—if they were made and sold— cost only five 
hundred or so apiece.

ET’S say it costs your grocer $25 
to open his store each morning. 
With that he can pay his rent, his light 
bill, his clerk hire.

If he has fifty cus­ 
tomers today, he must find some way 
to make a profit of half a dollar from 
each. But if he can manage to find two hundred 
customers, he can break even if he makes only 12)4 
cents on each one. 


This may seem like pretty simple arithmetic. 

I /he can find the extra 
customers. He could call them on the telephone—

of habit in America. A rather good habit, I feel. 


But in all this thinking about helping you to get 
the most for your money, let’s not forget about your 
very right to earn and spend and live in free Amer­ 
ica. You keep that right through your ability to 
pick the right men and pass the right kind of laws* 


at a cost of five cents per call. Or he could write 
them a penny post card or send them a letter. Some 
will respond, some won’t. 


Then he discovers a way to send a message to a 
hundred prospects for a single penny! He just buys 
a newspaper “ad” and tells you and all your neigh­ 
bors about his plan to save you money, give you 
better values and better service. 


Now the funny part about all this is that the 
penny per hundred he pays the newspaper is what 
makes this newspaper and every other paper possi­ 
ble! Advertising pennies pay the salaries of reporters 


And, since you learn who to pick and what laws 
to approve through the newspapers, you can see 
how necessary it is to have good newspapers.

If you want to define a good newspaper, you can 
say it is one which is free to bring you all sides of 
every question, free to give you both the good and 
the bad news about what is going on around you.
